I have 
nothing about which to complain, no injustice to right, no bitterness to 
defile me, no rights to champion, no score to settle, I am a pilgrim. I 
have no possessions which I cannot cheerfully live without. I have noe 
say in where I will minister tomorrow. Though my will declares that I 
have an estate, how ever small, to leave, truth be known I have 
nothing at all, only a stewardship to manage, a small portion of my 
master's kingdom for a very short while. I am a pilgrim. Let tsunamis 
roll, mudslides destroy, tornadoes rage and hurricanes threaten, let 
wars and rumors of wars cause every social order to totter, I fear not 
for I am a pilgrim. Am I criticized, misunderstood, misrepresented, 
misused, abused, attacked, imprisoned, persecuted, tortured even 
martyred perhaps, well of course cause you see I am a pilgrim. The 
pilgrim holds no stake in the world around him.

Acts 13:48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the word of the Lord: and as many as were ordained 
to eternal life believed. Romans 9:18-23 Therefore hath he mercy on whom he will have 
mercy, and whom he will he hardeneth. Thou wilt say then unto me. Why doth he yet 
find fault? For who hath resisted his will? Nay but, O man, who art thou that repliest 
against God? Shall the thing formed say to him that formed it, Why hast thou made me 
thus? Hath not the potter power over the clay, of the same lump to make one vessel 
unto honour, and another unto dishonour? What if God, willing to shew his wrath, and 
to make his power known, endured with much longsuffering the vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction: And that he might make known the riches of his glory on the vessels of 
mercy, which he had afore prepared unto glory,. ..Ephesians 1:4-5 According as he hath 
chosen us in him before the foundation of the world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love: Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good pleasure of his will, John 12:39-40 
Therefore they could not believe, because that Esaias said again, He hath blinded their 
eyes, and hardened their heart; that they should not see with their eyes, nor understand 
with their heart, and be converted, and I should heal them. Jude 1:4 For there are 
certain men crept in unawares, who were before of old ordained to this condemnation... 

2) Matthew 23:37 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, how often would I have gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would not! John 1:12 But 
as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: John 3:16 For God so loved the... Acts 17:30 And the 
times of this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men every where to 
repent: Acts 18:4 And he reasoned in the synagogue every sabbath, and persuaded the 
Jews and the Greeks. Romans 10:13 For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. 2 Corinthians 5:20 Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
God did beseech you by us: we pray you in Christ's stead, be ye reconciled to God. 1 
Timothy 2:3-6 For this is good and acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour; Who will 
have all men to be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the truth. For there is one 
God, and one mediator between God and men, the man Christ Jesus; Who gave himself 
a ransom for all, to be testified in due time. Hebrews 2:9 But we see Jesus, who wai 
made a little lower than the angels for the suffering of death, crowned with glory and 
honour; that he by the grace of God should taste death for every man.
